Rhodeslo 


QNtl OFTEN HEARS apoIogi«s for 
^ ihc Smith regime uttering gibbcriih 
wbout how the Ktlters 'made Rhodeiia*. 
What one rarcty hears, and what nearky 
enough people dern’t know it how the 
icttlen gAi Rhexicsia. Here is the full 
sordid laic. Mixed up in it ii big 
buftineti. the Crown and those leeches 
of the African people—the missionaries. 

Ill I8S7. Cecil Rhodes, the controlling 
force behind the Dc Been Company, 
conceived the idea of an 'economic 
blcKk’ of British Territory running from 
^iro to the Cape. Rhodes feared that 
Ihc Portuguese, coming from the East, 
and the Germans, moving from the 
West, might meet on the middle Zam* 
besi. thus closing the North-South line 
to the British, or to be more precise, 
lo Dc Deers and Cecil Rhodes. 

The middle Zambesi w*as the home 
of ihe*Maiabc1c, whose king, Lobcngula. 
Rhodes hoped to persuade to keep the 
Germans and Portuguese om. So he 
sent an envoy to Lobcngula at Bulawayo 
TTiC chosen envoy w-as one Rev. J. S. 
MoifaL who had spent some years in 

into signing a document which prorhiscd 
tl^t he would not cede any territory 
without the consent of the British 
Covemment. Since Lobcngula had no 
intention of ceding territory to anyone, 
the declaration seemed harmless from 
Che Matabele viewpoint. Alas for the 
naive! Wrote the Rev. MoiTat, The 
dayi of the Matabele are numbered.' 

In February 1888. Rhodes sent two 
more agents to Bulawayo. Rudd and 
Thompson, who talked Lobcngula into 
signing the infamous Rudd Concession, 
giving Rhodes all rights to the mineral 
wealth of his kingdom. In return he 
was given 1,000 rifles, a river steamboat, 
and a pension of £100 a month. The 
ink in the document was hardly dry 
when Rhodes appeared with it to Victoria 
al Salmon]. The gneious lady, uking 
a moment ofT from John Brown, gave 
Rbodes'i British South African Com¬ 
pany a royal charter. The Rudd Con¬ 
cession fairly put the fat in the fire. 
Lobcngula, a constitutional monarch, had 
power lo sign such a documcni 


turn out lo be a goldmine. The share- 
buying public supposed the land lo be 
a veritable Eldondo and shares in the 
chariered company rose to a high price, 
and they thought that the mineral rights 
belonged to the company. They didn't 
—they belonged to Cecil Rhodes! The 
Rudd Concession was the prime pro¬ 
perly of Rhodes and his directors. 
However, these charitable gcollemen 
were willing to give the nghis to the 
company in return for a million iharev 
which at that time stood at £4 each! 
Since this arrangement would hiXxr the 
dividends, most sharcholdcn looked on 
tt as a common swindle. Lobcngula 
wasn't the only one to gel conned by 
Cecil Rhodes 

The chartered company began lo 
sink into debt and remained afloat 
on a monthly dole from De Been. 
Rhodes saw only one way lo save the 
company (and his repuiaiion) That 
was to have unrestricted possession of 
Lobengula's domains. 

The ftrat shots were fired in 189). 
Rhodes claiming Lobcngula etaned Am.

without consulting the Matabele elders, 
and he didn'tl So like a true ruler, 
he executed the ciders. 

Then Rhodes sent in the Art! batch 
of settiers, guarded by 500 Bechuanaland 
police. When Lobcngula protested, the 
Government sent in troops, and in 
September 1890, Salisbury was founded 
*A1I white men,* cried Lobcngula, 'are 
liars.* Alas, lis true, but then 
kings shouldnl be greedyl After all, 
for £100 a month, lome people 
would ilit their mother's throat, and 
for the same price, he did to death 
300 Malabek. 

But all was not well for Rhodes, 
for (he kingdom of Lobengula did not 
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voc on the Matabele. no mention 
having been made of these devices when 
Rhodes assured Lobcogula of his safety 
by giving him 1.000 rifles By November 
1893, the Union Jack flew over the smok¬ 
ing rums of Dulawoyo and by Christmas. 
Lobengula was dead. 

The shares, like all shares, rose al 
the mere rumour of war After the 
conquest they went on rising and in 
1895 the £1 shares touched £9). The 
previously dksgninlled sharcholden were 
overioyed and no more was Cecil 
Rhode* 'a common twindler*. 

Ten yean later. Thompson, the Rhodes 
agent, met a Matabele elder on the 
platform of Bulawayo station. 'O, Tomo- 
song.* said the elder, ‘how base you 
treated us after all your promises, which 
wc believed.' Thompson had no answer 
Thus began the long road to UDI and 
Ian Smith. 

This is the bitter inith srblch refute* 
the argumenu of Duncan Sandys. the 
Sewt of fhe Worid and tbe Sunday Port. 
Let us tell Wilson, before he iclli out 
(and does anyone doubt that be will?) 
that the Kttlers of Rhodesia are robben. 
murderers, aod lian and not our 'kith 
and kin*.

They can 
prim articles such as *Thc Haled 
Men Who Make Napalm*, ycl hail 
new e.xpori orders for arms, planes, 
etc., wilh everything from ihc 'new 
hope for the future* cliche, lo ihc 


‘ih.inks U» our dynanre ctp<*ri silcs- 
men* cliche. As ihougli ihc method 
of killing made all ibe dilfcrcnce! 

DKFENCE OR ATTACK? 

Tlic most imporianl Government 
department which deals with the 
arms exports is of course ihc Mini- 
si ry of I^Jcfencc. The new (itie for 
ihc co-ordinating ministry of the 
three armed services and arms sup¬ 
plies is. I remind you. the work of 
u puhliciiy depanment. who came 
up with the title after weeks of re¬ 
search. The liile which accurately 
rcflecls the work carried out is the 
'Ministry of Attack*. But the present 
title docs iis job of reassuring a gul- 
lihle public that its work is both 
honournhlc and ncccssitry. 

When il comes to classifying and 
tilling internal documents, however, 
the need for a facade disappears. 
And this is the ease with unclassiAcd 
(sccuriiy-wisc) documents appertain¬ 
ing lo arms exports which are red- 
stumped simply;

The Client of arms exports under 
Ihc Wilson kakistiKracy is tllusiraicd 
by Ihc following list of destinations 
of arms exports from Britain for the 
last quarter of 1967. 

Shipments of war material were 
made lo the foUowing^countrics (the 
list is incompiclel: T1)C Argentine. 
Brazil, Burma. Chile, Denmark. 
The Neihcriands, Colombia. France, 
Ethiopia, USA, ^udi Arabia, Ecua¬ 
dor. West Germany, Oalar, Peru, 
Kuwait. Muscat and Oman. Norway. 
Lebanon. Sweden and Libya. 

Items run the gamut of conven¬ 
tional weapons, spares, and sophisii- 
cated equipment for icchnological 
warfare. TTicy included a massive 
munitions shipmeni lo the port of 
Abu Dhabi, in the Persian Gulf. 

NEARER TO VIETNAM 

Il would he naive lo try and dis¬ 
cover special circumstances which 
justified such sales. It is clear (hat 
any cinintry—excluding the Sino- 
Soviet Bloc, South Africa and Rho¬ 
desia—with the necessary hard cur¬ 
rency will be grcclcd with open arms 
in more senses lhan one. 

Four points, nevertheless, deserve 
to he noted 

1 The .supply of arms tn the USA 
Whether these arms find their way 
lo Vietnam, or whether lhc« arms 
enable US arms lo be released for 
use III Vietnam is immaterial Britain 
fii>w (vcupics a role paralleled by 
Ghin.: in the Vietnam war. no matter 
how liard the miserable wretches 
who control :2Nuwmart*aiedia.Cfy 
disguise ibcfacL 

2. TIte supply of arms tn South 
America 

.At least six South American 
countries arc being supplied with 
war maicrial. As the cAd revdu- 
lionnry joke goes, 'there are no sides 
—wc arc all in this—together'! 

3 Amu shipments (o (he Middle 
East. 

Shipments of war material to the 
countries listed above hardly make 
for an optimistic future in ihc 
regions of Aden. Yemen and Suez. 
Foreign Offlcc strategy in these dr- 
cumsianccs is to continue to supply 
all w‘capi>ns requirements unlil the 
outbreak of war. and (hen for the 
Foreign Sccreiary of the day lo leap 
up in Parliament with a suitable ex¬ 
pression of pained injusUce and 
announce that the supply of amis to 
the offenders will be discontinued. 
This strategy is necessary because 
the public are ted to believe (ba( the 
war material is only supplied to 
people who promise never to use it 

4. Licensed Gun-Ruaniiig 
The full extent of these transac¬ 
tions is beyond my ioformation. 
Since legislation remains unchanged 
since 1966. when (he modern gun- 
running (rick was exposed (involving 
a neat wrangle wilh import certifi¬ 
cates). one must assume that such 
flights are continuing as often as cur¬ 
rency can be found lo make (be 
purchases. 


THE REAL BATTLE 

On December 12 last, in Parlia- 
mcni, the Ear] of Dundee said (taken 
as a representative view); *. . . since 
wc arc trying lo encourage (he export 
of arms lo other countries, like 
China and Russia, which do not re¬ 
cognise human rights, whoi is tbe 
sense of mairnaining it against a 
country like South Africa? . . .* 
The real battle that must be 
fought is the battle against the bigot 
and the humbug, against (he ignorant 
arxi Che uneducatM—a^inst the in¬ 
complete man.

Always we will auwit his next happen- 
inf. be it in prose or paint or poetry*, 
arid if these fail us then let him act out 
his role as die luminous shadow of our 
OW 7 I drab lives In his long poem Bank 
i/o//Jay Horovitj gives us a chanted pn>- 
testing monologue of the es’ils of the 
hour A literury montage that incor¬ 
porates all poeik fashions from the 
hymn to the epic, he has laced the whole 
with csirscls from F.lioi and Blake. 
Dylan and the Rolling Slones. But. as 
in all this type of work, there is an 
unintentional or deliberate lack of con¬ 
tinuity One must continue Ime by line 
and page by page aasimiliting and dis¬ 
carding until the mood of the poet 
adiicvcs ill purpose.

Michael Horoviir. has suc¬ 
ceeded in his intention and from a 
wealth of poetic youmalcsc he has spelt 
out (he evil of the day 

Tina Morris, in her Sonp of r/ir Great 
Prate, can have little in common with 
Horov'iii: yet of her gentle fashion she is 
but the upward swing of the self-same 
poetic pendulum. Her murmured phrases 
and the sweet music of her measured 
lines arc of a maltcr so singular to her¬ 
self ihil the whole has the intimacy of 
a priv'atc letter. Symbols and analogies 
flow line by line lo create the mood she 
offers us and when wc have finished 
this ‘lonn and hrautHul poem we can

BONNIE & CLYDE 


SIGHT of Honnic and Clyde's 
bodies ripped up calmly and cal¬ 
lously by machine-gun fire from a police 
battery at the end of this film stirred 
up such cmoiiont in me that I could 
gladly have lyitched the nearest police¬ 
man. 

Bui discussing the film with friends 
afterwanli asany say these two armed 
bank robbers deserved it because they 
had killed people themselves. Without 
trying lo excuse the killing. I think this 
is far luo simple an altitude which thnsirs 
no understanding of what led them to it. 

The film ihosved that society in Texas 
in 1931 ofTered little for (ho ordinary 
person—represented by Bonnie and 
Clyde and (he poor farmerx who sup¬ 
ported them. Ronnie, who lisxd in a 
bedsitter, was a waitress in a cafe. 
Reading her mind. Clyde says ’You got 
a job in the ode and you just hate it. 
stuck there in your white uniform. You 
sit in your room and think when and 
how am I ever going to get away? And 
now you know*. It is a sad comment 
on society that her only aiumalive to 
a life of slavery and boredom was to 
mb banks and kill people 

Clyde svas in a similar position—as 
a small-time il^ just out of prison. In 
her poem BoantLsaid iBonoic and Clyde 
aie made out to-ba oold-hceficd ktllen. 
but I knew Clyde when he wax upright 
and pood. But they kept lolling him up 
so he said 111 ne\*cr be free so I’ll 
meet a few of them in hell’ 

So they teamed up and sianed rob¬ 
bing hanks — with Clyde determined 
Bonnie would end up wailed upon at a 
swanky hotel in a silk dress. 

But as they become hounded by police 
such luxuries were impossible and 
Bonnie reproaches Clyde ‘I thought we 
were going somewhere, but this is it 
We’re just going*. But they both knew 
(hey would not even be going as a 
waitress and petty thief. Both knew as 
well they must die before long with the 
whole of (he eountry'.s police gunning 
for them Bui for them a short and 
eventful life was preferable lo a long 
and boring one—to which the maiorhy 
of iheir kind were condemned llieirs

aras a glorious and defiant suicide. 

Nor is it true (o dismiss them simply 
as cold-hearted killers. So far as I 
remember they only killed policemen 
who were shooting at them and one 
thopkeqper who jumped on their get¬ 
away oar. The common people were 
quite safe and aelually befriended them. 
This myth that the police protected 
people rather than properly was wonder¬ 
fully exposed when Clyde told the Texas 
Ranger who eventually killed hirn 'Poor 
farmers protected us from >'OU with shot 
guns. You're supposed to protect them 
from us and they’re protecting us from 
>ou. h doesn’t make sense, does il7* 

These same farmers—equally aware of 
the injustices of the system—also show 
where their sympathies lie by giving the 
wounded couple some rate drinking 
water when they’re on the run The 
banks which the couple rob are cer¬ 
tainly no friends of theirs—very early 
on some farmers are turned off the land 
they have pul )ean of work into by the 
Midlothian Ciiizens* Dank. They join 
with Donnie and Clyde in shooting ai 
the building they have built (another 
crary comment on society that they 
should take delight in destroying what 
they have created) 

Another example .of Clyde's senu of^ 
|u>iioc IS cvMJenced when, while ’robbing' 
a bank, he asks a poor customer whether 
(he money he is holding is his or the 
hank's. When he sa>*s it’s his he lets him 
keep it. Clearly C1>de thinks the bank 
’stole' the money from poor farmers and 
ether workers such as him. and Bonnie 
and he were just faking it hack. If people 
cannot have the fruits of their labour 
legally, it’s up to them to get them 
illegally, is his altitude. 

Far from being cold-hearted. Clyde 
and his gang show a childlike warmth 
and spontaneity. They pull funny faces, 
play checkers, build sand castles with 
children, give them horse rides and show 
a childlike fascination for such simple 
things as a pretty toy doll Another 
delightful moment is when Clyde finally 
overcomes the sex taboos of the age. 
At first he draws the curtains before 
attempting to make love furtively to

Human Bights Yaar 

Dear Editors. 

The National Council for Civil Uber- 
ties is lending its full support to the 
campaign for Human Rights Year. 
During 1968 aticntion wilt be focused 
on Human Rights problems in Britain 
and abroad- The NCCL has been the 
main defender of Human Rights in 
Britain since 1934. After 1968 we shall 
continue to carry out this important 
task. As the NCCL's contribution Co 
the campaign we are publishing studies 
on three different areas wbere human 
rights arc mfringed tn Bntam Gypsies 
(already atuilable). the rights of children, 
and invasions of privacy 

The Univcrxal Declaraiton of Human 
Rights establishes the priodples 
which member nations should obmve. 
While vutunom of traman rfgbii'inky 
be more dramatic and Intensive in some 
other counlrics. nothing is to be pined 
by complacency about the silualion at 
home. The NCCL believes that in some 
respects as many as 16 articles of the 
De^raiion are violated in practice and 
others in spirit in Britain. 

The NCCL's function has always been, 
while seeking to retain a climate of 
public opinion favourable to human 
rights and civil liberties, to deal with 
individual examples of injustice when¬ 
ever and wherever (hey arise. Human 
Rights Year will achiere nothing if it 
deals only with gencmlisalions and lofty 
ideals. Hardly a day passes when 
ordinary citizens are not faced by re- 
sirainl of their rights by the rery insll- 
tutions which arc supposed to serve the 
community. 

The NCCL’s most effective contribution 
to the campaign will be the constant 
reiteration of established policy in the 
areas of most concern from the civil 
liberty view point; powers of the police; 
immigration control; race relations: law 
reform; compulsory detention under the 
Mental Health Act; prisons; trade union 
rights; censorship: freedom of speech 
and assembly: discrimination apinst 
minorities and women.

Black Power 

Dear Comrades. 

Roger Sandcll asks what my article on 
Michael X has to do with anarchism.

Failure to cond^n that pan of Black 
Pow-cr working to build up immigrant 
owned businesses earned further censure 
from Roger Sanddl. Black Power's 
spokesmen say they regard imperialism/ 
capitalism as their fini enemy, white 
racialism deriving from economic and 
cultural suppression—Courtney Tulioch 
at the ‘Lamb & Flag'. Do they prac¬ 
tice what they preach? Like anar^Uis. 
in (his country Black Power is as yet 
larigely talk and lade action.

Afrcr all, there have always been 
two views ahoiii how the economic 
activities of sociciy should be nrgaoised. 
There arc those who Ivclieve that wo 
serve the cnmmunity best by working 
for ourselves and our families within 
the limits of the law. and (here ire 
those who hold ihai duty requires ut 
to protiraie ourselves conscinusly and 
coruianily to the oommumly at targe. 
It is the second view, which prevails in 
wartime and under all forms of peace¬ 
time Socialivn. on which these five 
young women have acted. Willingly or 
not (I suspect not) they and the Duke 
of Edinburgh have made one of the 
most powerful inierventinni in our 
political affairs that has happened for 
many years. 

All systems of ideas attract adherent* 
who havT a psychological need to taka 
them to (heir logical conclusion. But the 
logical conclusion of an idea is not 
necessarily to the advantage of (hose 
srho claim to base their lives upon it. 

Apartheid U a useful slogan for the 
South African ruling claxs—so long as 
is ts not carried loo far. If (here were 
complete separation of the races in 
Soulh Africa black workers would have 
to leave the white man's mine*, fac- 
lories, farms and houses The end of 
black labour in ‘white* areas would 
obviously weaken the privileged position 
of the while man. 

Chrulianity is useful to ibe ruling 
clast of the West only if it is not taken 
too seriously by the people. When they 
are called to the colours to defend 
their country, the men of the Christian 
West are not expected to turn the other 
cheek Peace on earth; goodwill to all 
men—and svhen the 24-hour Xmaa 
truce IS over hit Charlie with every¬ 
thing you've got. 

So, with capitalism. Mr Utley .sug- 
gcsiv (hat wc should now be seeking a 
revival of the ioslinct of cn ltahtcned 
economic scif-intcreii—a state of affair* 
io which everyone in ibis country i* 
obsessed with (he importance of look¬ 
ing after himrelf and those immcdiaiety 
dependent on him. in which (he law of 
supply and demand governs the dis¬ 
tribution of labour and capital between 
our industries, and in which, by seeking 
lo promote our own ambitions, we 
fo.sicr the common good. 

This doctrine makes sense to (hose 
who will profit from it. But clearly if 
everyone were to become 'obsessed 
with the importance of looking after 
himscir there would be mass resigna- 
(ions by for instance nurses and 
teachers, voluntary workers would stop 
working and ordirury workers would 
strike more frequently. The capitalist 
idea that w'c should iKhave as though 
in the jungle oonfftcls with the Pro¬ 
testant idea that wc should do our duty 
and (he nationalist idea that wc should 
regard the country as more important 
than ounclvxs. 

It is obvious that the Backing 
Britain campaign is likely to beoefit 
the ruling class and weaken (be forces 
for social change. Perhaps thooc of us 
who can might retaliate by spending 
half an hour of our working day 
being paid and not working.

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A LIFE TIME OF 3 YEARS 


T his winter has been the occasion 

for a number of companies to an¬ 
nounce redundancies. Babcock and 
Wilcox, in Scotland, are sacking 600 
men. Fords are sacking 500 while<ollar 
workers and the AEI closure at Harlow 
and transfer to Leicester will ceruinly 
mean that more men and women will 
join the growing unemployed pool. 

The latest to announce redundancies 
ii the firm of Richard Sulcliffc. engi- 
ncera. of Hofbury near Wakefield. 
Yorkshire, who say (hat (hey will have 
to sack 200 employees. Only three years 
ago this self same firm promised jobs 
for life. Ai that time (he national press 
gave this announcemcni considerable 
publicity, far more than for the pre^m 
sackings. In return for ihii promiaod 
security, the unions conceded to the 
demaiids of the management for the end¬ 
ing of certain demarcation rulings, the 


limiting of tea and meal breaks and a 
free hand un overtime working. 

These concessions have therefore beert 
given for so much pie-in-ihc-sky. The 
firm has no doubt gained from it. but 
all lhal the 200 workers have got out of 
il is a New Year's present of their cards. 

The firm’s main customer for its pro¬ 
ducts it (he National Coal Board. With 
(he closure of mines, this market has 
declined by more than a half. Sutcliffe's 
have planned new producis (o offset (his 
loss, but (hey claim that ihe decline has 
come far more quickly than they ex¬ 
pected and the new products and the 
markets for them are not ready (o take 
the place of the Coat Board goods. 

These sackings represent one-fifth of 
the (out labour force and cover all 
departmenis, even including a few 
senior managers earning £3J)00 a year. 
Now. having done (his, the company

F ed up. but full of light (he Arundel 
picket line siandv m this (he Iasi 
round against the company dictator 
Pomeranz. 

Faced with the brute force and ignor¬ 
ance of a mad management, these Stock- 
port strikers havx had it rough. Four of 
(hose who first came out arc now dead. 
Many havx been sick, others injured and 
1 lot of the wivxs have been bad with 
their nerves. 

The novelty xoon wean off. when in 
weather cold enough to freeze (be balls 
off a brass monkey you go on picket.

We oil hope Pomcranz is not having

Only (his week on picket we spotted 
them still trying to erect frames. When 
you read this il might be all over, but we 
can't be sure. Just as we can't be sure 
(hat the scabs were also given notice. 

Most pickets fancy Pomeranz will fake 
a shutdown and then open up after the 
fuss dies down. He's never said he’ll 
sell (he factory and it seems he could 
still keep some of his well-paid scab 
w’orken on. 


will re-organise production to meet this 
reduction in the demand for its products. 

Sccuriiy in one's job is a rare thing 
and ihe sack is an occupational hazard 
of any worker Any offers of jobs-for- 
life under a capitalist sysiem is just so 
much rubbish. Companies are not in 
business to make goods and to employ 
men and women, but solely to make a 
profit. If the goods are not selling, the 
profits will slop and workers will lose 
their jobs. It Ii as simple as that. 

Ft is therefore ridiculous, although 
undentindabk. lo expect security of job 
under the profit system and no conces¬ 
sions should be m^e to companies svho 
offer this illusion. As with (he geiKral 
economic situatioo, it it the working 
people who are having to make the 
sacrifices so that the system can continue. 


NOT IIOLiSE 

After Pomeranz touL over ihe (rouble- 
free engineering lirm of Arundels there 
scerrved to be noihing but bother. So that 
when (he strike started (he firm was 
nearly a nut house making rubbish sew¬ 
ing machines from Pomeranz’s plans. 

'The new know'-atl managernent had al¬ 
ready shut (he foundry, and brought in 
defective castings from outside, resulting 
in tons of CiMtly scrap. Then (o allow for 
(he lack of decent drawings and bad out¬ 
ings. the management dropped '*9)0 
^0.002" limits the workers had been 
working to and (he new machines were 
passed anywhere up to 0.05** out. (Not 
many are working yet.) 

Chaos set in and cement dust settled 
all over, as the managemcnl made its 
’imprin*eroents'. Automatic hammers 
drummed daily and petrol fumes from 
trucks spread on (he shop floor, os en¬ 
gineers struggled to do a jc^. 

Serious accidents mounted: more since 
Pomeranz took over than ever before. 
Barmy bosses made maintenance filters 
move the same machine five times over. 
This baffled the machinists, who never 
knew where to look for their machines 
from one day to the next. Next news, 
wo^ gets out they’re going to shut the 
fitting shop and thcy’vx a strike on their 
hands (for more sec Fan-UOM, 23.12.67). 
NOT GOOD ENOUGH 

Rule a firm from the top and you 
always get (his! (Thaos! No matter how 
clever a boss is in theory, it’s no good, 
unless he can convince and get Ihe co¬ 
operation of the blokes at the bottom 
who. in practice, run the firm. 

The trade unions should know this and.
